Gentlemen, 

In  calculating  the  Birth  and  Death-rates  I 
have  again  set  down  the  population  of  your  District 
at  2,532.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  number  is 
correft , but  it  is  impossible  to  substitute  a better  one, 
as  no  Census  has  been  taken  since  the  alteration  in 
the  boundary  of  the  distriG  due  to  the  Extension  of 
the  Borough  of  Chesterfield.  Since  that  time  there 
has  been  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  128. 
Then  15  houses  have  been  erected  in  Ashgate  Road, 
the  inhabitants  of  which  will  probably  number  70. 
It  seems,  therefore,  probable  that  the  population  is 
under  estimated,  and  that  2,700  would  be  nearer  the 
truth  ; but  as  there  is  a doubt  in  the  matter  I prefer 
to  retain  the  old  figures,  merely  remarking  that  if 
the  higher  number  had  been  used  the  birth  and 
death-rates  would,  of  course,  be  somewhat  lower 
than  I have  given  them. 
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Sixty-eight  births — 43  boys  and  25  girls — were 
registered  during  the  year,  yielding  a birth-rate  of 
26’8  per  thousand. 

In  the  same  period  32  deaths  were  recorded.  Of 
these  18  were  males  and  14  were  females.  This 
gives  a death-rate  of  12*6  per  thousand,  per  annuum. 

These  figures  are  practically  the  same  as  in  1894, 
when  there  was  one  birth  more  and  one  death  less 
than  in  1895.  ' I think  a death-rate  of  12*6  may  be 
considered  satisfactory.  It  compares  favourably 
with  other  districts  similarly  circumstanced.  In 
Chesterfield  the  death-rate  was  18*2  ; and  in  England 
and  Wales  it  was  18*7.  The  greater  number  of 
deaths  took  place  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year, 
when,  as  you  remember,  the  weather  was  very  severe. 
The  latter  half  of  the  year  was  extremely  healthy. 
From  July  to  December  (inclusive)  only  8 deaths 
w^ere  registered — equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  6*2 
per  thousand. 


As  usual,  the  greater  number  of  deaths  occurred  at 
the  extremities  of  life.  Twelve  deaths  took  place  at  the 
age  of  65  and  over,  while  seven  children  died  under 
one  year.  The  rate  of  infantile  mortality  has  been 
steadily  decreasing  for  some  years.  This  year  it  is 
102  per  thousand  births,  while  in  1894  the  number 
was  130;  and  in  1893  it  was  200.

One  death  was  caused  by  cancer,  against  4 in  the 
preceding  year.  Four  deaths  were  due  to  Phthisis. 
Cases  of  this  complaint  occur  more  frequently  in 
certain  portions  of  the  District.  I have  looked  up 
the  addresses  of  persons  who  have  died  from  this 
disease  during  the  past  3 years,  and  I find  that  half 
the  deaths  took  olace  at  Old  Brampton,  and  mostly 
at  that  part  of  it  known  as  Henpark  ; while  not  a 
single  case  was  reported  from  Holymoorside.  One 


fatal  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  at  Walton.  The 
girl  was  a stranger  to  the  district,  and  was  ill  when 
she  came  to  reside  with  her  friends.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  she  contracted  the  disease  where  she  came 
from. 


In  1894  ^ had  to  lament  3 fatal  cases  of  Diphtheria. 
Last  year  we  had  only  one  case.  The  anti  toxin 
treatment  was  adopted  and  the  patient  made  a 
speedy  recovery. 

Eight  cases  of  infe61;ious  diseases  have  been 
reported  to  me  under  the  Notification  of  Infectious 
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Diseases  Act,  against  i8  in  the  preceding  year. 
They  are  as  follows  : — 


Diphtheria 1 

Scarlatina  4 

Typhoid  Fever  1 

Erysipelas  2 

The  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  of  an  extremely  mild 
type.  In  each  case  reported  I visited  the  patients’ 
house,  and  gave  what  instructions  appeared  neces- 
sary in  order  to  prevent  the  infection  spreading. 
Disinfectants  were  supplied  where  required.  These 
measures  had  the  desired  result,  as  in  each  case  the 
complaint  was  confined  to  the  house  in  which  it 
originated.  In  June,  a few  cases  of  measles  occurred 
at  Holymoorside.  The  infection  appeared  to  have 
been  brought  from  Stonedge  by  children  attending 
the  school  at  Holymoorside.  Fortunately  at  the  time 
of  the  outbreak  the  schools  were  about  to  be  closed 
for  the  holidays,  and  the  complaint  soon  disappeared. 


I have  on  several  occasions  visited  the  Sewerage 
Works  at  Holymoorside.  The  filtering  beds  work  in 
a very  unsatisfactory  manner  ; but  very  little  im- 
provement can  be  effected  in  the  treatment  of  the 
sewerage  without  the  construction  of  a precipitation 
tank  as  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  County, 


The  question  of  a water  supply  for  Walton  has 
again  been  under  your  notice.  The  scarcity  of  water 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  was  as  great  or 
greater  than  ever.  Owing  to  the  impending  transfer 
of  the  Water  Works  no  satisfactory  reply  cou]d  be 
obtained  to  your  letter  asking  the  Company  to  forego 
their  right  to  supply  that  portion  of  their  district. 
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When  the  Water  Board  is  in  possession  I would 
suggest  that  the  question  should  again  be  raised. 
At  a time  when  building  operations  around  Chester- 
field are  extending,  it  is  a pity  to  see  Walton 
miss  its  share  of  the  general  prosperity,  as  it  must  do 
if  a proper  water  supply  cannot  be  obtained  for  it. 

In  September  I prepared  a special  report  on  the 
question  of  Isolation  Hospital  Provision.  The 
subject  has  been  recently  under  notice,  when  it  was 
decided  to  ask  the  Local  Government  Board  what 
its  minimum  Hospital  requirements  are  for  a district 
like  ours.  When  you  have  obtained  this  information 
you  will  then  be  in  a better  position  to  judge  as  to 
which  scheme  would  ultimately  be  the  most 
economical. 

I think  you  may  consider  the  Sanitary  condition 
of  your  district  fairly  satisfactory.  The  general 
health  has  been  good  ; the  death-rate  is  low.  There 
have  been  few  cases  of  infedfious  disease,  and  no 
epidemics.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  annual  state- 
ment by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  a very  large 
number  of  sanitary  improvements  have  been  effected, 
and  many  nuisances  have  been  abated.
